Doheny Grateful to Fall. 

Earlier, the irrelevant but inter- 
esting disclosure was made by 
Doheny that up to a few years ago 
his company was the largest single 
property owner in Mexico. As 
Senator, Fall had served on a 
committee which investigated the 
Mexican situation as affecting the 
interests of American property 
owners in Mexico, and Doheny 
mentioned that he was extremely 
grateful for Fall’s attitude in the 
investigation.

“I’m as dense,as a fool when it 
comes to that ‘preferential right.’

As for the second contract, un- 
der which he got the entire reserve, 
Doheny had even less detail to 
give. Between the date of the 
first contract, April 25, and the 
second, Dec. 11, he saw Fall but 
once,.and that occasion was a call 
by himself and Mrs. Doheny on 
the Falls at their apartment, dur- 
ing which business was not dis- 
cussed. 

Again it was Admiral Robtson 
who inveigled him, he declared. 
This time Robison approached him 
and disclosed that the tankage pro- 
vided under the first contract, 1.- 
500,000 barrels, was deemed inade- 
quate by the Navy, and that it 
was desired to increase it to more 
than 4,000,000 barrels. Robison 
said that since Doheny was already 
on,the job and could do it better 
than anybody else, he wanted him 
to do the work. 

Robison himself testifieq that 
he approached Doheny because of 
Doheny’s existing ‘preferential 
right,” and that officers of Do- 
heny’s company had been pressing 
for more leases. 

Ordered Contracts Accepted. 

Officers of the company were 
dissatisfied with the terms offered 
by Robison and Fall, Doheny de- 
clared, and J. C. Anderson, the 


president, became sullen and angry 
about it, and said he wanted noth- 
ing to do with the project, as he 
was positive the company would 
lose money. 

“I told Cotter to accept the Gov- 
ernment’s schedule, as I believed 
the price of oil would go up and 
that we had a good chance to 
come out all right. , I attended one 
conference at which Admiral Rob- 
ison said something indicating he 
thought we were trying to four- 
flush him, or something. I got up 
and started to walk out, and he 
caught me and apologized, and said 
he’d take what we offered. But 
we really took what the Govern- 
ment offered.” 

Doheny proceeded then to ex- 
plain that when he calculated he 
would make $100,000,000 on the 
lease, he was figuring on an in- 
vestment of $200,000,000 over a 
period of from 25 to 40 years, and 
that it really would have amounted 
only to about 6 per cent on the 
money. He said he gave the navy 
various concessions which amount- 
ed to a bonus of more than $10,- 
000,000 for the lease. 


He did not explain why he 
should have done so when the 
lease, as he had just described it, 
was so unattractive. Of course, he 
said, he would have made more 
in the event of war, but added, 
“but nobody has a right to base 
anything on the probability of a 
war.” 

His earlier testimony had indi- 
cated that a good deal had been 
based on the probability of a war. 


Says Lease Was Unprofitable. 
The outcome, he said, had been 


very unsatisfactory. The lease “had) 


not been profitable,” and “toward 


the end there was a loss.” “The 
end” of which he spoke occurred 
when the courts ordered him out 
of the reserve, and held that the 
lease had been obtained through 
fraudulent means. 

But Doheny certainly gave the' 
impression that Secretary of the 
Navy Denby, Robison and the rest 
of those smart fellows working 
for the Government had_ slicked 
him. His chirpy voice grew sad 
toward the close. The white mus- 
tache drooped. He shifted his sore 
arm tenderly. One gathered that 
this is a hard world for a trusting 
old ex-prospector.

Received Austrian Ultimatum.

He was at the helm in the win- 
ter of 1923-24 when a crisis arose 
over the disposition of Fiume, the 
fate of which had not been defi- 
nitely settled by the treaty of 
Rapallo.

DRY RAIDS IN CLEVELAND. 

From the Washington Post. 

T MUST have looked for a while last 

Thursday night that the gunman’s mil- 
lennium had arrived at Cleveland. It seems 
that the Ohio prohibition law contains 4 
clause which permits villages and town- 
ships on the outskirts of large cities to 
form roving‘dry raiding squads whose ju- 
risdiction extends beyond their own town- 
ship or village. Squads of this sort had 
been active in Cleveland, and in many in- 
stances apparently had overlooked the for- 
mality of obtaining first a search warrant 
empowering them to enter the residence 
under suspicion. So prevalent had the 
custom become that the safety director of 
Cleveland was waited on by a committee of 
,citizens protesting against the violation of 
their homes at any hour of the day or night. 

The safety director was quick to take up 
the challenge, issuing an order to the police 
of Cleveland to arrest any prohibition agent 
found entering a home without a proper 
search warrant, and advising persons whose 
homes were raided to call headquarters im- 
mediately so that police might be dis- 
patched to see that the papers were in 
order. Whereupon, in answer, the secrée- 
tary of the Dry Maintenance League ordered 
his agents to arrest any and all pélice in- 
terfering with any dry raiding activities. 

The law-abiding elements of Cleveland 
must have had fearful dreams that night 
of everybody arresting everybody else. The 
State prohibition inspector came to the res- 
cue, however, by ordering his 25 inspectors 
and their assistants to conduct no more 
raids on private homes until the validity of 
the $25,000 verdict received some fime pre- 
viously by State Senator Bender from State 
Prohibition Inspector Patrick because of 
an alleged unlawful raid on the former's 
home, had been decided by the State Su- 
preme Court. It is certain that this court 
will rule, as have all others, that a raid 
unlawful without a proper search warrant, 
and CjJeveland can rest easier without the 
nrospect of gunmen overrunning a city 
whose policemen have all been put in jail.

WASHINGTON’ Dec. 10.—Beliet 
that the Uniteg States will lead all 
other nations in the development 
of aircraft for military and civil 
purposes by carrying out’ the 
American aviation program is ex- 
pressed by President Coolidge in 
submitting to Congress the annual! 
report of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics. 

“Although it will take time to 
accomplish results under the air 


commerce act and the approved 
five-year aircraft building pro- 
grams of the army and navy,” 
Coolidge said, “it is gratifying to 
note the committee's opinion that 
America leads the world in the 
private ownership and operation of 
aircraft, is keeping pace with other 
nations in the technical knowledge 
of aircraft for military purposes, 
and has the technical knowledge 
at least to equal the commercial 
developments abroad. 

‘IT concur in the committee's 
opinion that the development of 
commercial aviation on a sound 
business basis depends primarily 
upon the solution of the basic prob- 
lems of reducfion in cost and in- 
crease in safety, which are, in turn, 
in the last analysis, largely de- 
pendent upon the continuous pros- 
ecution of scientific research of 
the fundamental problems of 
flight. 

“T believe that the American 
aviation program is sound in prin- 
ciple and when carried into effect 
will go far toward making America 
first in the development of aircraft 
for military and civil purposes.”

Two St. Louisans Raise Technical 
Point in Proceedings in Court 
at». Washington. 

Robert and Gustave Thal, for- 
merly in the cider and vinegar busi- 
ness at 305 South Seventh street. 
are endeavoring, in a court pro- 
ceeding in Washington, to take ad- 
vantage of a clerical error, on the 
part -of a Government emplove, 
which would free the Yrhals from 
a deficiency tax demand for $77,- 
531.32. 

The error consisted in writing the 

year 1920, instead of 1919, as the 
year for which the deficiency tax 
was decreed to be due from the 
Thales. 
‘ The Government Board of Tax 
Appeals is moving to correct the 
error, and the Thal brothers have 
asked a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel dismissal of the motion. The 
Tax Appeal Board, in its formal 
answer, stated that the ruling asked 
by the Thals would deprive tte 
Government of the entire amount 
of revenue. The Thals allege that 
the decree, by its terms, was firal, 
mistake and all. ' 

The Thals have been contestirz, 
for more than a year, the tax of 
$78,476.06 assessed against their 
concern in 1919. National prohibi- 
tion, they alleged, destroyed the 
hard cider portion of their busi- 
ness. «In the year béfore prohilh'- 
tion, as shown by testimony, thé 
company’s business amounted to 
$700,000. It distributed several 
brands of cider with arcoholic con- 
tent of 15 per cent or more.
